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Attempt Upon the Life of Baron 
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A CLERK'S HAND MANGLED, 


The Work of an Infernal Machine Made 
of Oard-Board That Seemed a 
Package of Valuables. 


PARIS, Aug. . -A serious attempt has 
been made on the life of Baron Alfonse de 
Rothschild. A large and heavy envelope 
was received at the Bank to-day, addressed 
to the Baron, and was opened by M, Zado- 
kia, the confidential clerk of the well-known 
banker. Just as the olerk opened the en- 
véelope it exploded with great force, tear- 
ing his right eye out and blowing off some 
of hie fingers. The police commenced in- 
vestigation immediately. The remaing of 
the strange envelope was nothing more than 
an infernal machine. It consisted of pieces 
of card board, tightly bound together and 
was quite bulky. But there was nothing 
strange in its appearance, and was similar 
to packages frequently received at banks 
and supposed to contain money or securi- 
ties or valuable papers of par descrip- 


tions. The cardboard envelope of this pack“ 


age, it ie presumed, contained fulminate of 
mercury 80 arranged that when the outer 
covering was torn open an explosion oc- 
curred, 

The police express surprise at the fact 
that the package did not explode when it 
was stamped in the postoffice, and there- 
fore are inclined to believe that it is possible 
it did not pass through the postoffice at all, 
but was slipped into the bank by the per- 
son or persons connected with the plot. and 
was so Gisguised as to give all the ap- 
pearance of having been properly mailed.

When 
Ingalls ran for Léeutenant-Governor in op- 
osition to the regular Republican ticket 
1864, Horton was on the picket line of 
party discipline. In 1873, when lightning 
struck Ingalls and made him Senator, Hor- 
ton was a leader of the regular party 
caucus, and went down with Pomeroy. 
Ingalls might have made Horton his friend 
in that hour of triumph, but he belongs to 
that school of politics which teaches re- 
wards and punishments, especially punish- 
ments, and instead of giving Horton a 
coveted place on the Federal bench, he 
gave it to another aspirant and then a war 
of extermination began between the two. 
Horton became Chief Justice of the State. 
In 187%, when the friends of Pomeroy ral- 
lied for vengeance, Horton was the oppos- 
ing candidate against Ingalls for the Sena- 
torship, and was only defeated by the 
treachery of men who had pledged their 
honor in the caucus. A year later, after the 
scandals of the contest had been ventilat- 
ed by an investigation ordered by the 
United States Senate, Ingalls still believ- 
ing in the fallacy of hate, summoned his 
followers, who came by free special trains 
from all over the State, and publicly ex- 
coriated Horton and his friends. After that 
the two men did not speak as they passed 
by, until a few years ago they chanced to 
meet among strangers and beneath a for- 
eign flag in London, and there the spirit of 
American patriotism and human sympa- 
thy broke down the barrier, and they clasp- 
ro * and were for the moment passive 
ends. : 


Horton might have been the Senator in 
1895 if he had had the nerve. He wanted 
to be badly enough, but he was Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court and he would 
not make an open fight. The — 2 — 
combined and made a fight against him. 
Not that the railroads w unfriendly to 
him, on the contrary thay esteemed him 
highly, so highly that in this era of Pop- 
ulism they were unw'lling to lend their as- 
sistance in taking him off the bench and 
thus open the way for the election of a 
Populist in his place.

In- 
galls says Burton reached high-water mark 
in that fight. Perhaps he did, but Burton 
doesn't think so, and if he can keep the 
old soldier sentiment for Ingalls out in the 
“pension country,“ gather u 
enough votes to form a neuclus of an opposi- 
tion strength thet may beat the iridescent 
statesman.

MURDER AND OUR CRIMINAL LAW. 


The Jefferson City Tribune says that 
‘“as long as murder is the safest crime 
@ man can commit, mobs will always be 


more or less respectable.” 


But why should murder be a safe crime 
to commit, and is it true of Missouri? 
The Post-Dispatch does not believe that 
murder can be committed with safety 
anywhere in this State. Our criminal 
laws, it is true, are a great bundle of 
nullifications and loopholes for delays 
and for piling up enormous costs, but 
when and where has any murderer in 
Missouri been finally permitted to es- 
cape? Men charged with cruel and ter- 
rible homicides have been enabled by 
means of wealth and our inefficient stat- 
utes to postpone for a long time the day 
of judgment, but the day has usually 
come when justice and right have been 
in a large measure, if not altogether, 
vindicated. 

Temporary miscarriages, needless post- 
ponements, frequent and scandalous 
changes of venue, ignorant juries and 


bined to wear out public patience, but 
the responsibility must be placed where 
it belongs—not with the people nor the 
courts, but with the lawmakers and our 
laws. The fact that mob violence is 
very rare in Missouri, and then only 
in such extreme cases as that in Cal- 
laway County, is proof that the people 
are law-abiding and that they have 
confidence in the administration of jus- 
tice. ‘ . 
But the necessity for a complete re- 
vision of our criminal) statutes is urgent. 
The last General Assembly was earnestly 
appealed to to make amendments that 


would permit the prompt punishment of 
State, but the changes 


defeated in the House, and so the Legis- 
lature adjourned without meeting the pub- 
lic demands. There will not be another 
regular session until January. 1897, but 
meanwhile all legislative candidates 
should have fotced upon their attention 
the need of such changes in our criminal 
laws as will speedily and forever dis- 
credit the insinuation that it is safe to 
commit murder anywhere within the 
limits of Missouri.

It All Happened at the Eleventh Ward 
League ef Republican Clubs’ 
Excursion. .

The third annval excursion o the EKlev- 
enth Congressional District Leakue of Re- 
publican Clubs- was all that anybody could 
wish for. In point of attendance and gen- 
eral hilarity everybody agréed that it 
eclipsed both of its predecessors. The 


weather was exceedifigly warm in the city, 
and 1,700 people—men, women and children— 
availea themselves of the opportunity to 
take a ride up the Mississippi on the Grand 
Republic.

LONDON, Aus. %—Although London is 
crowded with visitors from the country and 

road, in spite of the fact that Par-

y surprise, as Gov, Stone had given no 
encouragement to other irants for the 
office, and it was gene y believed he 
would appoint H * — in recognition of 
Tie good record as Recorder of Voters. 
Until a few days ago Recorder Higgins, 
in fact Gov. Stone himself, was under 
impression that the new law would 
not become operative until Sept. 1. This 
was due to the fact that the Governor 
signed the bill June 1. Under the constitu- 
tion all laws not otherwise provided for 
become operative in ninety days, and the 
time was reckoned from the time the Gov- 
enror signed the bill instead of from May 
24, the day the extra sesion adjourned.

The first work that will devolve upon the 
new board will be the new re-precincting 
of the entire city. The new law provides 
that not to exceed 400 voters shall be in- 
cluded in any one precinct. On the basis of 
the 1892 registration of 92,000 voters, there 
will be 366 to 880 precincts. There are now 
184. This work will require fully six months 
to complete, and an entirely new precinct 
map will have to be drawn. It will be the 
duty of the new board to supervise the 


work. 

When that is done the board will occupy 
iteelf with getting up entirely new station- 
ary and blank forms. There will not be an 
election until November, 1896, and the tak- 
ing of the new registration will not begin 
until September of next year. 


Four important primaries will have to be 
held next summer before the new registra- 
tion is completed. They will be the Demo- 
cratic and Republica primaries for the 
election of delegates to the State nominat- 
ing conventions and the conventions to 
elect delegates to the National Conven- 
tions. The old books will have to be used 
for these primaries. It is has already been 
arranged to use the old books for the School 
Board election and primaries in November. 
This, however, is in the nature of a special 


election.

A Great Boon for New York’s 
Young Workingwomen. 


The summer resort of working girls who 
are fortunate enough to be members of one 
of the clubs belonging to the New York As- 
sociation of Working Girlg’ Societies is at 
Miller’s Place, L. I. 

Here there are two vacation houses Holl- 


day House and Harbor House—and from the 
last of June until the second week in Se 
tember they are * with women. The 
houses belong to the New York Association 
of nel na iris’ Societies, and have been 
owned by the societies for seven years. 

The houses are within a stone’s throw of 
each other. What one lac the other sup- 
plies. The Holiday House is the older, and 
with its bread lawn and grand old trees 
suggests the country resort; the Harbor 
House hag a beautiful view of the Sound, 
and a — 2 path leads from it to the 
beach. Both the houses have broad piazzas 
and many. windows. They are furnished 
simply and comfortably. 

At present there are eighty working girls 
at the houses, and there isn’t half an inch 
of space to spare.

Broiled 
nam and roast beef uire the greatest 
amount—forty-five to sixty pounds—while 
pork chops may be chewed with a force of 
twenty to twenty-five pounds, and the choic- 
est parts of cold boiled towrue with three 
to five unds. These, of course, are aver- 
ages. Tough meat of any kind is stil] harder 
to crush; for instance, tough beef and mut- 
ton tested by Dr. Black required in some 
cases a crushing force of ninety unds. 

The ‘smallest pressure record on Dr. 
Black's gauge, that of a little girl 7 years 
old, was thirty pounds. This was Wit 
front teeth, which are not u 
crushing proc of masticatior, 
molars, which Go the chewing, preperly so- 
called, she could exert a force of sixty-five 
pounds—quite enough to erush all but the
